ICADDERLY: 

Yes.     It  takes  a  hundred  povnids  or  noi-e  of  wool  to  naintain  a  soldier  propc]>- 
ly  on  the  fighting  line.     That  includes  his  "jlpjiket  of  course  as  well  as  his 
clothes.     In  contrast  to  that,  as  I  renen"ber  it,   the  average  for  us  ci^d-lians 

here  at  hone  in  peacetine  is  something  like  2  l/ 2  pounds  a  year  of  cleaned  iatooI, 

that  is,  not  wool  as  it  cones  off  the  sheep's  "back. 
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Off  t>-e  slicep's  "backs  or  on  our  "bp.cks  that  certrinly  shows  we  haven't  any 
v/ool  to  v;aste,    And  that's  one  of  the  points  our  clothing  -oeo-olo  stress  in  their 

directions  for  hone  c^.ro  of  coats,  drosses,   sv;e?.-tcrs,   gloves,  hose,  hats  all 

the  things  i./ith  v;ool  1:\  them, 

igu:d^iily: 

Thoy  don't  stop  vdth  v/oolcns.do  they?    All  kinds  of  fabrics  arc  getting  norc 
precious  by  the  day.     Most  of  the  looms  and  labor  that  malce  cotton  goods  fJid 
rayons,  r-rA  synthetics,  are  converted  to  nariufactiirc  for  military  purposes— ~and 
due  to  become  no  re  so. 

VAII  D2MA1I: 

llo,  nunber  1  item  on  this  list  of  ways  to  save  your  clothes  is  the  question 

 whnt  kind  of  fibers  make  up  the  cloth?     Then  you'll  see  in  Miss  Scott's 

bulletin  there  sho's  spelled  out  the  day-to-day  care  and  the  hovr-to- store  for 
everything  froia  drosses  to  -UJ.'ibrellas. 

KADDSELY: 

Umbrellas?    I  thought  they  got  lost  so  fast  nobody  ever  had  a  chance  to  talce 
care  of  then, 

VAIT  DSMAII: 

Don't  you  think  it,     I  have  rn  LV.ibrella  I've  had  for  10  years  'T-t  lenst  the 

fraxie,     I've  had  it  re-corered  once.    And  the  frrixie's  good  for  another  "big  top," 

KADDEHIY: 

There's  qiiite  a  bit  of  metal  in  rr.  umbrella  frame  and  there's  a  big  squeeze 

on  nearly  every  kind  of  metal  for  war  purposes,   Yes,  Ruth,  I  can  see  that 

better  care  of  umbrellas,   even,  is  part  of  our  v/artime  conserving, 

'  V.-Ui  DEMAE": 

IThen  it  comes  to  conserving  the  fabrics  in  clothes  out  of  style,  or  going 
out  at  t:ic  elbows  -  that  tnices  real  ima.gination, 

KilDDSIiLY: 

And  a  might;/  nimble  needle? 

Yes,  and  good  shai^)  razor  blade  to  rip  vjith.     But  before  starting  to  rip  and 
remodel,  it's  v/ell  to  look  the  fabric  over  carefully,  and  be  sure  its  going  to  be 
worth  the  woi-k.     If  it  isn't,  send  it  along  for  salvage.     If  it  is,  -  v/ell,  lift 
the  cover,  V/allr.cc,  on  that  leaflet  Re c loam  the  ?ami ly  Wardrobe.     You'll  see  what  ^ 
a  nimble  needle  and  a  do  thus  sense  can  a.ccomplish, 

KADDSRLY : 

'iTell,  I'm  not  exactly  a  home  dressmalcer.    But  if  my  clothes  sense  is  any  good, 
tj'iese  look  like  very  smart  suggestions  sicetchcd  out  liere. 

VAiT  DEMAZ: 

Of  course,  no  two  make-overs  are  over  quite  alike.     These  merely  shov; 
tj-pical  ways  to  change  shoulder  lines,  necklines,  waistlines,  hemlines  to  give 
old  clothes  the  19'l-2  touch.
